From the Caverswalls it came by descent to the Montgomerys, and from them to Gifford, and from 
Gifford to Port, and from Port to my lord Huntingdon, now [c1593/1603] owner thereof in right of 
the countess his wife. The castle was lately in reasonable good repair, but is now quite let to decay 
by one Browne, farmer of the demesnes, which he procured (if a man might guess at the cause) lest 
his lord should take a conceit to live there, and thereby take the demesnes from him. [ERDESWICK
